us. My authority was tho late Sir 
bert Adair, who was present. The 
contending parties were Ticrney and 
Pitt, who had fought a duel a short 
time before. Tiorney was addressing 
tho House. Pitt smiled contemptousl}' 
upon which Tiernoy H:iid, "the li^iit 
honorable geutlemau hiiules, biit neod 
I remind him that a man ma3' smile 
and smile — " Here be paused, "Take 
tho fellow a message from iiio," cried 
Pitt to ouo of liis l'ollij\M.'rs; but be- 
fore tho hostile mission could reach 
the Opj)osilioii benciics, 'J'ieniey 
added, "and \(;t lie a .Minister." 
So the alTair ended in a laii^li, instead 
of a iluel.

THE ATTEMPTED REMOVAL OF 
THE WATER COMMIS- 
SIONER. 

"While the report of the proceedings 
nt the City Council Chambers on Wod- 

nosday night is still fresh in the minds 
of our readers, wo wish to direct their 
attention to the chain of circumstances 
that hiive led, link by link as it wore, 
to the attempted dismissal of Mr. Eo- 
binsou— for the llatepayers are assur- 
ed that it ia only an attempt, and a 
sorry one at that. On the 10th of 
September last the City Council, with- 
out competition having been invited, 
awarded to Mr. J. C. Monk, an em- 
ploye of the Mayor, a monopoly for 
the supply of the James Bay section 
of the City with Elk Lake water, ac- 
cepting his own estimate as to coat 
and allowing him to charge consumers 
rates that would remunerate him for 
the outlay. This monnpoly was award- 
ed after several ratepayers, who were in 
the auditorium, had been turned into 
the street and the doors double locked , 
under the pieteuce that the Council 
wished to consider "sanitary matters. ' 
There were present at the secret ses- 
sion the Mayor, and Messrs. Gosnell, 
Marvin, Goweu, Williams, Vigoliun 
and Allatt — Coun. Trounce having 
previously left upon receiving an as- 
surance that only sanitary matters 
would be discussed. Now, according 
to law and usage, all business tran- 
sacted by the Council must appear on 
the minute-book and must be read at 
the next general meeting and adopted. 
To this hour the record of the mono- 
poly awarded tf> Mr. Monk has nol 
appeared upon the minute book and 
has not been submitted to the Council 
for approval or rejection. A clause 
in the Water Act makes it imperative 
that all coutracts for the sipply of 
water shall be made by the Water 
CommisaioDer, subject to the ayproval 
of the Corporation; and when ilr. 
Monk tapped the mains, tlio "WiUer 
Commissioner insliluted a suit, uuiler 
Clause 16 of the Water Act, to recover 
damages. One would naturally suppose 
that if the Mayor and Council had 
committed an illegality they would bo 
glad to be informed of it through the 
medium of a judicial deci.sion, and 
that every facility would have been 
afforded the Water Commissioner to 
have the law interpreted. But instead 
of coveting light thoy chose to grope 
in darkness, and resolved to defend 
the action against Mr. Monk with the 
public funds that were placed in their 
hands for entirely diflferent purposes. 
Well, the case went into the County 
Court, the Judge of which tribunal 
decided that the' Water Commissioner 
bad not power to sue without the 
consent of the City Council; but so 
strong was the Judge's conviction that 
un irregularity had been couimilted, nnd 
that Mr, Kobinson in biingiiig tlio action 
had (lent HO in the publi(; iiuere.sf, that, 
he adjudged that each paity to tho suit 
ubould pay bin own costs. Against the 
decision of the Coonty Judge Air. Bobio- 
BOD appealed. Previons to the decision 
being rendered the Water Coramisaioher 
was instructed to CiUivaas the residents of 
Jame.s 13ay and ascertain who would take 
tho wiiter. In obedience to tli;it oi-d(:r 
Mr. Kobiuson obtiiined the noccs-iary in- 
lormatioo and made a report. The report 
was banded to the Clerk. Od the foiiow- 
ing Wednesday the Conucil met and wcro 
informed by the Ma.yor thiit Mr. Robin- 
Bon had not obeyed tise ordtn- of tlio Conu- 
cil. There was some talk of (lismis-iug 
him on theKpot; bill the Council decided 
to hear his exjilanation on tho following 
sigho.to whieh tliey aljourned. The Com - 
misujuer a(t<-udeil the meeting and pro- 
duced a letter-press copy of the report ho 
had niadn. The Clerk then renK^nilioreJ 
that he had riC'^ived it, and tho Mu\or 
gnddenly remembered Irn ing .n en it. ]3"- 
yond tho InI ivor it lias not en hcmiied 
by mortal o.yea. It dlsupiieared , swii-iy 
and m.Miturioii-ly, fiom ilieC erk's ulilco 
We will not say it was utolen; but it was 
"taken" by some person whi songlu ti.o 
ruin of tlio Wuter Couun i>:;p,iicr. II iv 
ing npi-ct ihu charge of dis ieii;M tin 
Commissioner was next inti-rroga e l as t i 
tbs unit Mgainst Monk. IIo re|die I tiiat ii 
bad b«en iM pcale I, whereupon a lesolu- 
tion was otT r. d an i carried tliot the Wu- 
ter Commi«Mi./ner be requested to rfsign.

WESTMINSTER- YALE ROAD. 

The other day, in contrastiug the 
)n'eseut satisfactory condition of pub- 
lic works with their state when they 
were handed over to Mr. Veruoa wo 
took occabion to say that "hundreds 
of thousauds of dollars were spent by 
Mr. Beaven in constructing the Yale- 
Westminster road over which n single 
hoof had not passed this year;" addin.g 
"that in pursuance of theenergetic pol- 
icy of Mr . Vernon tho road had been 
completely repaired." This statemenL 
our contemporary calls poor logic, ar- 
guing tbat as we had shown that Mr. 
Beaven had built an unnecessary road 
Mr. Vernon was equally foolish in re- 
oniring the road after it had been un- 
necessary. Our contemporary says 
ho places us on the "horn of a dilem- 
ma." We are glad that the "horn" 
does not belong to the "single hoof" 
that has not passed over the road this 
yeor, or wo might have been impaled. 
NV'hen the road come into Mr. Vernon's 
hands it was simply untravelable. In 
articles in the"Standard" and speeches 
made by his predecessor it was stated 
that if the road were placed in good 
condition all the cattle driven from the 
Upper Country towards Victoria would 
pass over it instead of being brought 
down by steamboat. Had Mr. Ver- 
non, with such strenuous arguments 
before him, neglected to repair the 
road he would have been open to the 
censure of Mr, Beaven and the "Stan- 
dard." It was not until the road had 
been placed in perfect condition that 
its impracticability was demonstrated 
and the criminal waste oi public mon- 
ey by Mr. Vernon's predecessor estab- 
lished.

EUROPE, 
XiONDON, Nov. 21.^-Tbe foreign of- 
Qd^-'-pubhshes a clispatch in whioh 
Lorfl Loftus, British ambassador to 

Russia., rejjorts tho details of an audi- 
ence with the C'/ur, Oct. 30. Tho 
Czar said ho bad sent the ultimatum 
to the Porto becau.so ho feared tho 
discomlituro of tho Servian army might 
bo followed by atrocities. The Porte 
hkW by a series oftthiaiidnvreB frds- 
tratod all attempts at pacification. 
The present Hitilo of things was in- 
tdlernble. UuIchs ]<iUropo was pro- 
pared to act firmly and energetically, 
he would be obliged to net alone. He 
regretted |,to seo tbo inveterato 
suspicion and continual fear of Rus- 
sian aggression that still exists in 
England. Tho Czar reminded Lord 
Loftus tbat ho had ouseveraloccasious 
given the most solemn assurance that 
he desired no conquests: that he had 
not the Hinallest wish or intention to 
aciiuirc (Joiislantirioi)lo. Such acquisi- 
tion would bo a mist'ortuno for Russia. 
Tho following arc tho exact words of 
that portion of tho dispatch referring 
tq Ponstantinople: The Ozar pledged 
his .most sacred Avord of honor in the 
most carnGBt nnd Koleinii manner that 
bo had no intention of acipiiring Con- 
stantinoiilo, and that if necessity 
should force him to oeciipy a portion 
of Bulgaria, it v.-tuilil only bo provis- 
ionally, until the peace and safety of 
the Christitin populatiobvfere secured. 
The Czar could not understand, when 
both coiiiitries bad a common object, 
namely tlio amelioration of tlie condi- 
tion , of Ciiristian.s. and when ho bad 
given every proof that ho had no do- 
sire for couquest, why there should 
not bo a perfect under.standing be- 
tween Eiiglanil and liiissia based 
upon a policy of peace which would 
bo equally bbnoticmi to their mutual 
intorests and the in'terests of Europe 
geueti.Uj . 'PUo Or.iii. vii«t(» lothmg ooula 
bfi more absurd t'lian the intentions 
attributed to Russia of tho future con- 
t[iiest of India, which was a perfect 
iinpossibilily. Ho deeply deplored 
the distrust uiamfe.'-led in England, 
and earnestly requ sted ine to .do my 
utmost tlJ dispel it, and charged mo to 
carry to Her Majesty's government 
the soloiuu f.ssurauco ho had given 
uio. The dispatch altio states that in 
regard to rumors tbat Scrvia andRou- 
mauia demanded that thoy should be 
erected iiito independent kingdoms, 
the Czar said there was no intention of 
establishing such kingdoms, and tbat 
such a com so woukl be folly. He had 
permitted officers to go to Servia, pro- 
vided thoy left the llu.ssiau service, in 
the hope of calming tho agitation in 
Russia. 

Tho foregoing dispatch was verified 
by Prince ortschakolT before its 
transmission to Lord Derbj', and ap- 
proved as correctly reprejonting the 
views expressed by the Ozar. Lord 
Derby replied, instructing Lord LoftuH 
to inform the Czar nnd Prince Gorts- 
chakofl' that the (iuceii and her gov- 
ernment- received tho Czar's assuran- 
ces with 1 he greatest saUsfaclion. Tho 
Russiau government having requested 
the publication of tbis correspondence 
as it contained asburances of a nature 
to trauquilizo public feeling, Lord 
Derby informs Lord Loftus that he 
granted this request, considering tho 
publication opportune in view of the 
mobilization. 

Austria secerns to have determined 
not to oppose Russian invasion of 
Bulgaria or English occupation of 
ConBiantinoph^ .\ustria will probably 
preserve complcto neutrality at the 
comiuonceincut of any war. Her first 
steji, if sbo precipitates war at all, will 
be to occupy Bosnia. 

A "Times" dispatch from Pesth 
says hopes of tho success of the con- 
feveiU'O nio iiicrcnsiii.g.
